The Secretary Formally Agrees ‘to th: 
Request—It Is Probable That 
Colonel Candler’s Regiment 
May Be Ordered to 
Manila.

Washington, August 22.—(Special.) 
The secretary of war has given his 
promise that the Third Georgia regi- 
ment shall not be among those first 
mustered out. 

He did that this morning in response to 
the request of Colonel Livingston, who 
came on to Washington in the interest of 
the boys of the Third. 

The congressman from the fifth district 
went to the war department bright and 
early this morning énd at once enlisted in 
his cause Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn, 
with whom he served several years in the 
house and who is his personal friend. The 
assistant secretary toox the matter up at 
once. Colonel Livingston told him of the 
excellent perscnnel of the regiment and 
of the great desire of officers and men 
for service. They were willing, he eaid, to 
go anywhere; their only desire was to see 


service. 


.«@olone] Meiklejohn at once laid the mat-_ 


ter before the secretary. The matter was 
discussed with General Alger for a few 
minutes, and when. née was in posseasion of 
all the facts, he told Colonel Livingston 
that he might telegraph Colonel Candler 
that his fegiment would be retained in the 
service, 


Where it will go ts not as yet known. 
Colonel Livingston has put in a strong bid 
for the regiment to be assigned to Manila. 


The impression is strong that a good 
many more additional troops will have to 
be sent to Manila before peace and quiet 


is restored there. This is the impression 


at both the war and navy departments, and 
plans are being made accordingly. In view 
of this there may be a good chance for the 
Third going out there. 

It was stated at the war department this 
morning that the First and Second Ala- 
bama regiments are to be mustered out. 
The Third Alabama, u negro regiment, is 
to be retained. 


Some Who Want To Get Out. 
Chattanooga, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 


That the privates of the First Georgia are 
anxious to be mustered out is vouched 
for by Private Leland C. Spiers, company 


F, who says: 

“Since the cessation of hostilities . be- 
tween this government and the kingdom 
of Spain a report has been current through- 
out the country that the great majority 
of the volunteers were desirous of remain- 
ing as garrison soMiers for the periods for 
which they enlisted. I believe this report 
to be false so far as this regiment is con- 
cerned. Nine. out of every ten of the men 
who compose the strength of the First 
Georgia are anxiously awaiting the first 
opportunity to express their ardent and 
unequivocal desire to return to their homes 
and to resume their former vocations in 


life.’ 
An Appeal tothe President. 
The privates of the regiment have signed 
the fellowing letter, which they have sent 
to the presicent: 
Camp Thomas, August -20, 1896.—Pres- 
ident William McKinley, Washington, 
D. C.: Nine hundred voiunteerg of the 
First Georgia regiment respectfully re- 
quest that you muster out the First 
Georgia regiment. We feel that we 
have done our duty by being ready to 
defend America’s honor and that it is 
. our duty now to return to our families, 
homes and business. Many of us have 
wives and chiidren that need our pro- 
tection and support. We expect noth- 
ing from our officers, but have all cen- 
fidence in America showing that our 
services have been appreciated and you 
will not hesitate to discharge us at 
once. 
Believing the above truths will have 
a satisfactory effect and we will be 
mustered out without delay, respectful-

yCOMMITTEE 1ST GA. VOL. INF’Y. 
Another Regiment Wants To Go Out. 

Brunswick, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Many members of the Second North Caro- 
lina are kicking against the action of their 
officers in tendering their services to the 
war department for garrison duty, without 
consulting the enlisted men, and say they 
are opposed to staying in service any 
longer. 

Reports to this effect have been coming 
to The Constitution correspondent for sev- 
eral days past and they have now become 
‘so vigorous and so numerous that the en- 
tire camp is discussing them. The men 
take. the position that the war is now ever, 
and they do not want to do police duty 
over: Cuban or any other towns. They 
threaten to take the matter up by means 


of a petition to the war department and 
through their representatives in both 
houses. 

The men who are kicking claim that 
many of them left fine paying positions to 
fight, but they cannot afford to let their 
interests suffer where there is nothing of 
a patriotic nature involved. There seems 
to be an impression among the men that 
the newspapers are publishing everything 
for the officers’ side of the case, and let- 
ting their side go unpublished. Those 
whom I have talked with in the past few 
days are of the better class of enlisted 
men, and they were asgured that the stand 
they take would be Given attention by 
The Constitution. The claim is made that 
the service of the regiment was tendered 
for garrison duty without the consent of 
the men, or rather without the men having 
been sounded for their sentiments, and 
that when the true state of affairs becomes 
Known it is expected that nearly all of 
the men will vote to be mustered out 
These complaints were investigated very 
carefully, and is evident from 
investigation that a large number of

“If the cases are one-half as bad as those 
cablegrams make it,’’ the dispatch read, 
‘“‘we Should have had the ful] details before 
this.”

Supplies for Santiago. 

New York, August 22.—A cabiegram from 
Mr. Barnes, the Red Cruss agent, who 
sailed for Porto Kico on the Concho, on 
tne 13th of the month, announces his ar- 
rival and the landing of the Red Cross 
supplies. Tne supplies were valued at 
$4,010. He wires that there 1s neea of ligne 
food, groceries and delicacies for 5,000 men 
tor four mouths. This will be about 100 
tons and the need of food, Mr. Barnes 
says, is urgent. Arrangements will be 
made by the Red Cross Society to send 
tne supplies on the first available trans- 


port. 


No Large Fleet at Hampton Roads. 


Washingivun, August 2.—Orders were is- 
sued by thc navy department today, which 
will prevent the assemblage of any large 
fleet at Hampton Koads. Tne large war- 
ships will be sent to New York or Bostun 
and torpedo boats to Newport, XH. I. The 
only ships to remain at Fort Monroe are 
guxitiary cruisers and tugs. These orders 
were issued owing to complaints of steam- 
poat companies, that a large fleet in tne 
harbor at Hampton Hoads wouid interfere 
seriously With navigation.

AWAIIAN FLAG 
FLOATS NO MORE 


Island Has Been Formally Turned 
Over to United’ States, 


CEREMONY WAS IMPRESSIVE 


Stars and Stripes Were Halled *with 
Delight by Thousands, 


THE NATIONAL SALUTE WAS FIRED 


President Dole Commits tie Keeping 
of the Territory, People and Pub- 
lic Property Into the Hands 
of United States Min- 
ister Sewall. 


San Francisco, August 22.—The steamer 
Belgic this evening brought the following: 


Honolulu, August 12.—Precisely at eight 
minutes to 12 o'clock today the Hawaiian 
flag descended from the flagstaffs on all the 
government buildings and exactly at five 
minutes to the same hour the stars and 
stripes floated in the tropical breeze from 
every official flagstaff. The ceremony of 
today was a most impressive one. 

To hear the strains of ‘Hawai: 
Ponoi’’ for the last time as a national] 
anthem; to hear the bugle blow taps 
as the Hawaiian ensign sank from its 
position, and to notice the emotion of 
many who had been born under it and 
had lived their lives under it, was 


solemn. ' 

But then came the bright call for the 
raising of Oid Glory and the strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner’ broke forth 
as that banner was unfurled to the breeze. 

Then the eheers broke forth and eyes 
that had been dim for a few minutes be- 
came bright and lightened up when the 
stars and stripes floated out. The picture 
presented in and around the executive 
building was most striking. In the grounds 
and around all the approaches were crowds 
of onlookers of every section and of varied 
nationality. Notably remarkable was the 
number of Hawaiians, 

Within the grounds the military «and na- 
val display was fine. Hawaiian troops, 
United States marines, the mounted patrol, 
the police and the citizens’ guard presented 
a splendid appearance, ‘while the piatform 
for the exercises and the verandas of the 
executive building were gay with brilliant 
summer dresses, dancing feathers and rib- 
bons and the brightest faces that Honolulu 
possesses. 

Two Armies Become One. 

The uniforms of staff and naval officers 
added brightness to the scene. A line of 
these stalwart, well dressed men stretched 
across the first step from the verandas 
and made a distinctive mark on a massive 
grouping which was in ‘itself worthy of spe- 
cial notice. The weather, fortunately, was 
propitious. The ceremonies began with the 
departure of the First regiment-of the na- 
tional guard of Hawaii from their drill 
sheds at ten minutes to 10 o’clock this 
morning. The parade was headed by a de- 
tachment of twenty-six police, under com- 
mand of Captain Kane and Lieutenant 
Warren. Then came the Hawailan bana 
and the drum corps, 

The regiment marched to the boat land- 
ing to escort the troops from the Philadel-, 
phia and Mohican, which were already 
drawn up on shore. The United States 
forces were commanded by Lieutenant 
Commander Stevens and consisted of one 
company of marines and two of blue jack- 
ets from the Philadelphia, a company of 
blue jackets from the Mohican and an ar- 
tillery detachment of two guns and forty- 
two men. The naval detachment was head- 
ed by the flagship’s band. 

Several hundred of the citizens’ guard 
preceded the troops up the main avenue, 
and took a station on the left of the 
stand. The police deployed on either side 
of the avenue, The Hawaiian band took 
up position on the right platform and the 
Philadelphia band on the left. The United 
States troops were stretched across the 
avenue in double files, the marines in the 
front. 

Old Flag Comes Down. 

On the right o. the main steps were the 
main hajyards from which the big Ha- 
walian flag at the top of the big tower 
fioated in the breeze. 

The detachment of men in charge of G. 
H. Platt, gunner’s mate of the Philadel- 
phia, and R. Winters, boatswain of the 
Mohican, raised the American flag. These 
men raised the stars amd stripes over 
Hawaill. 

As soon as President Dole and his cabi- 
net came from the executive buliding to 
the platform the justices of the supreme 
court followed. and then Admiral J. N. 
Miller and United States Minister Harold 
Sewall came down the steps, followed by 
Captains C. H. Wadleigh, of the Philgdel- 
phia, and 8. M. Book, of the Mohican, - 
and their staff officers, and Colomel Bar- 
ber. of the First New York regiment. 

The ceremonies opened with prayer by 
Rev. G. lL. Peterson, pastor of the First 
Methodist church of this city. 

United States Minister Sewall then arose 
and addressing President Dole, who had 
arisen, presented him with a certified copy 
of the joint resolution of congress amnex- 
ing the Hawaiian islands to the United 
States. 

President Dole answered, acknowledging 
the making of a treaty of political union 
and formally yielded to Minister Sewall 
as the representative of the government 
of the United States the sovereignty and 
public property of the Hawalian islands. 

Mr. Sewall replied: | | 

“Mr. President: In the name

United States I accept the transfer of the 
sovereignty and property of the Hawaiian 
government. The admiral commanding the 
United States naval forces in these waters 
will proceed to perform the duty entrust- 


to him, 

The Hawalian band played “Hawaii 
Ponol,” the national anthem, Colonel 
Fisher gave the order to the national 
guard battery stationed on the executive 
grounds to fire the mational salute of 
twenty-one guns, which was also repeated 
by the Philadelphia. As the echo of the 
last gun reverberated in the hills a bugle 
Sounded and the national ensign of Ha- 
wall came slowly down, never to go up 
again. 

National Anthem Changed. 

There was a short pause, "and then the 
admiral nodded slightly to Lieutenant Win- 
terhaller, who gave the order, “Colors, roll 
off,” the flagship’s band struck up the well- 
known strains of the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” and as the stars and stripes slowly 
ascended there was breathless guspense. 
But as it Teached the top gdheers broke 
forth from the crowds below, and salutes 
of twenty-one guns were again fired by the 
Hawaiian battery and the Philadelphia. 

A few minutes after the hoisting of the 
Officia] flag others were raised from the two 
side towers and the military headquarters. 

Minister Sewall then read a proclamation. 
Stating that President MeKinley directs 
that the civil. judicia] and military pow- 
ers of the government shal] continue to be 
exercised by the officers of the republic 
of Hawaii. Al] such officers will be required 
to take an oath of allegiance to the United 
States, and renew their bonds to the United 
States government. 

The powers of the minister of foreign af- 
fairs will cease, so far as they relate to 
diplomatic intercourse between Hawaii and 
foreign nations. 

The municipa] legislation of Hawali and 
the existing customs regulations will prac- 
tically remain in foree unti] the congress 
of the United States shall have otherwise 
determined. Following the reading of the 
rreclamation Minister Sewall made an ad- 
dress congratulating the residents of 
Hawali upon the accomplishment of an- 
nexation. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies the 
National Guard was marched to the parade 
grounds, where Minister Cooper adminis- 
tered the oath of allegiance to Colonel 
Fisher. The colonel then administered it 
to. his officers, and ‘the captaing to the 
men. The regiment then escorted the na- 
val battalions to their boats, and returned 
to tthe drili shed to sign the rolls. 

A bal! at the executive building, at which 
2.000 guests were present, was the culmi- 
nation of the festivities which followed 
the ceremony of the flag-raising.

Of this amount $361,859,927 are to meet 
expenses on account of the war with Spain. 
In addition the specific approriations made 
contracts are authorized to be entered 
in that for the construction of new battle- 
ships and other naval vessels, five dry 
docks and yarious other public works, re- 
quiring future appropriations by congress 
to the amount of $24,147,656. 

The total number of new officers and 
employments specifically authorized 
amount to 301,383 at a cost of $53,691,911, of 
which number 274,909, at a cost of $43,260,380, 
are for the military establishment and 
25,966, at a cost of $9,544,109, for the naval 
establishment on account of the war. | 

A comparison of the total appropriations 
for 1899, excluding the war appropriations 
for 1898, shows an increase for 1899 of §$2,- 
636,608.

American. Commander in Porto

WILSON WILL HAVE COMMAND 


Maclas Is Making His Arrangements To 
Evacuate San Juan, 


THE HARBOR HAS BEEN CLEARED 


Spanish Governor General Will Return 
to Spain Within a Short Time, 
Leaving Lopez in Command 
of His Government’s 
Forces. 


Ponce, Porto Rico, August 22.—Generai 


Miles and his staff will leave for home on’ 


Uhe steamer Aransas tonight. He is now 
holding a final conference with Genera] 
Brooke, who arrived from Arroyo on the 
Stillwater this morning, and General Wil- 
son, whose headquarters have been moved 
here. 

Senor Lopez, editor of The San Juan Cor- 
respondencia, is here. He reports that Gov- 
ernor General Macias is pushing prepara- 
tions for the evacuation of the island. The 
obstructions in the tharbor of San Juan ure 
being cleared away, and a ship loaded with 
dynamite has been removed. General Ma- 
cias, Senor Lopez says, wil] return to Spain 
in a few days, leaving the details of the 
evacuation to his subordinates. 

General Henry’s men are badly in need of 
provisions. The garrison here:says it is 
impossible to transport supplies over tne 
mountain trail, and it has been arranged 
to send them to Arecibo, an open port. 

The Sixth Massachusetts and the Sixth 
Illinols regiments are without shoes. Gen- 


eral Brooke, who is to be in cOmmand of 


the island, may leave General Wilson in 
direct command of the troops while he 


(Brooke) is attending the sessions of tbe 


commission for Forto Rico. 
Genera] Miles ‘has arranged matters gen- 
erally with Captain Genera} Macias, pre- 


paratory to thé meeting of fhe peace rom- 


mission at San Juan.  Geriéral Macias, 
while niaintaining his outposfs, is steadily 
retiring. his forces to the capital, preparua- 
tory to their embarkation. 

Mail Communication Established. 
Mail communication between Ponce and 
San Juan tas been established, and the 
overland telegraph wires which have been 
severed will be connected immediately. 
Aji that will remain for the commission 
to do, Genera] Miles says, will be to se- 
cure an inventory of government property 
transferred to the Americans, and to give 
receipts to the Spanish authorities. 
Captain General Mapias, in hig various 
communications with General Miles, has 
shown the. best spirit. He is anxious to ¢o- 
operate in bringing about an evacuation 
at the earliest moment possible, and is 
placing no obstacles in the way of the vol- 
unteers returning home. 

Lieutenant Colonel Ramery, the highest 
Spanish volunteer officer in the island, 
redched here last night from Albonito. 

ther officers have been coming through 
ur lines all day. Lueutenant Colonel Ram- 
ery says that the Spanish forces at Aibon- 
ito were short of ammunition and water 
and entirely dependent for food upon Ca- 
yey. They must have succumbed, he de- 
clared, as soon as General Brooke struck 
Cayey. 

According to a letter from San Juan, 
the Spanish residents there who had fled 
from the city Have returned and there is 
great rejoicing among them that the war 
is ended. a feeling shared by the soldiers. 

Was Not Courtmartialed. 

Colonel San Martin, former Spanish com- 
mander at Ponce, who abandoned the city 
on the approach of the Americans, and 
who, it was reported, had been shot for 
forsaking the city, is in the hospital sick. 
He has been stripped of his rank. The 
Ponce merchants express their gratitude 
at his course, because the flight of his 
command prevented the destruction of their 
property and they are raising a subscrip- 
tion for him. 

General Miles will advise General Brooke 
to embark the Spanish prisoners here ané 
send them immediately to San Juan. It 
is expected that Rear Admiral Schley will 
be there In a few days.

General Shafter Reports That 23,73€ 
Soldiers Surrendered. 

Washington, August 22.—A dispatch re- 
ceived by Adjutant General Corbin tonight 
from General Shafter indicates that witn 
the fall of Santiago 23,736 Spaniards sur- 
rendered. Of this number a sew less of 
3,000 were guerrillas and volunteers, making 
the total number to be returned to Spain 
about 21,000. Following is the text of the 
dispaich: 

“Santiago, August 22, 1898.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral, U. Ss. A., Washington: I recommend 
trat all the Mauser rifles and the ammun)- 
tion for the same be shipped to some 
arsenal in tne ncrth, with as ttle delay as 
possibile to prevent rust. There are several 
miltion rvunds of this ammuni- 
tion, and probably ten Or twelve 
thousand stands of these arms. Of 
course a large number of those turned in 
were Remingtons and other interior 
weapons. ‘The surrender at Baracoa snows 
& total of 23,73 surrendered; a little less 
than 4,0§Q of them being guerrillas and vol- 
untSers, aving about iny original! estimate 
of 21,000 to be shipped. So far, no sickness 
among incoming regiments. 

“SHAFTER, Major General.” 

In another dispatch, General Shafter re- 
ports that he now has sufficient transpor's 
at Santiago to bring the remainder of the 
American troops to the United States.

Colored Beau Seeks Virgie Griffeths’s 
Company. 


AS SHE WAS LEAVING CHURCH 


Her Refusal Drove Him Into a Per- 
fect Frenzy. 


FIRED «FIVE SHOTS AT THE GIRL 


Fatal Ending of a Colored Church 
Gathering at Maysville—Mur- 
derer Still at Large. 


Maysville, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)—Ed 


Fields, a notorious negro of this county, 
shot his sweetheart, Virgie Griffeths, to 
death last night on their way home from 
church because she refused his company. 

For a long time Fields has been paying 
court to the Griffeths girl, and by many of 
the negroes it was understood that they 
Were engaged to be married. Last night 
he escorted her to church at Hurricane 
Shoals, a small settlement near here. 
Everything went well on the way to 
church, and during the services the couple 
occupied the same seat and seemed en- 
tirely absorbed in each other. Fields was 
especially fervent in his responses to the 
prayers, and the two negroes led the sing- 
ing, 

At the conclusion of the services the con- 
gregation split up into little groups, as 
usual, and Virgie became separated 
from Ed. She met another admirer, for 
whom she appears to thave conceived a 
stronger fancy than ‘for Fields, and arm 
in arm the two started home in the midst 
of a crowd all going in the same direction. 
Fields accompanied the couple, sulking 
along in the rear and answering al) at- 
tempts at conversation in a surly manner. 
Finally the hilarity of Virgie and her new 
beau became unbearable to thim, and he 
made his way to the ‘front, and in angry 
tones demanded that the Griffeths girl walk 
with him. 

For a few minutes there was a terrific 
quarrel, and in the end Fields drew his 
revolver, and holding it but a few feet from 
his sweetheart sent all five bullets into 
her body, producing instant death. Real- 
izing in an instant what he had done, he 
burst through the dazed mob, and before 
a thand could detain him G@ashed into the 
thicket and escaped. Meanwhile the girl 
lay weltering in her life blood, while the 
stupefied negroes, supposing her still alive, 
did everything possible to recall ‘her to 
consciousness. 

The news was brought, to this place and’ 
& posse was organized, bloodhounds pro- 
cured and a search for Fieids started. He 
is still at large. The coroner’s jury held 
an inquest today, and pronounced the kill- 
ing @ murder. The negroes of the vicinity 
are greatly enraged at the crime, and if 
they can get hold of Fields before the 
officers find him, there will probably be 
no need for a civil trial.

SOUTH END HOTEL BURNED. 


Tybee Loses One of Its Hotels with a 
Narrow Escape for the Guests. 


Savannah, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Tybee had a big conflagaration at 3:20 
o'clock this morning.The South End hotel, 
owned by W. M. Bohan, was discovered 
on fire, and within an hour the hotel and 
four of the six cottages adjacent were de- 
stroyed. 

How the fire started is a mystery which 
will probably never be solvea. ‘rhe first 
that was known of it was when a crackling 
noise was heard in the attic. Mrs. Clark, 
a guest of the house, who was suffering 
from asthma and could not sleep, waa the 
first to discover that the hotel was burn- 
ing. She was in the room on the second 
floor, almost directly under the blaze. She 
at once gave the alarm by cries of fire 
and murder, and in an instant the house 
was in an upfoar. 

There were about thirty guests in the 
hotel and cottages, and they were awaken- 
ed instantly by screams and the bright 
light of the flames. C. E. Price, the night 
c.erk, Was on duty in the office, but knew 
nothing of the danger the guests were in 
until he heard Mrs, Clark’s screams. He 
sent the porter, who was with him, through 
the house at once to awaken the guesta, 
but most of them were up before he reach- 
ed them. 

Some of the guests had narrow escapes, 
but luckily no lives were lost. Mr. Bohan 
had his foot cut with some sharp instru- 
ment, but will not be much inconvenienced 
by it. The hotel was constructed of pine, 
and being well painted both inside and out 
it was excellent food for the flames. and 
was soon one mass of fire. The guests in 
the cottages saved most of their wearing 
apparel and trunks. They were more for- 
tunate than the guests in the hotel proper, 
having more time to save their belongings. 

Mr. Bohan estimates his loss at about 
$60,000. He had $23,500: insurance on the 
hotel and cottages and $2,100 on the stock. 
This was all the companies would give on 
the property, owing to the risk. It was in- 
sured at what the agents thought was 
three-fourths of its .value. Mr. Bohan 
bought the property from the Cottage Club 
in 1896 and gave $45,000 for it. Since then 
he has done a great deal of work on it. The 
house, with the cottages, had seventy-two 
rooms. It could accommodate about 250 
guests.

Brooks County Citizens Shoot Bad 
Negro to Death. 


Assailant Driven Off by Husband Be- 
fore Accomplishing Crime. 


BRUTE MADE TO CONFESS THE ATTEMPT 


The Mob Secured Hemp and Sent Hun- 
dreds of Shots and Bullets Into 
His Body. 


Quitman, Ga.,, August 22.—(Special.)— 
News was telephoned to town today to the 
effect that a negro had been lynched on the 
farm of Mr. 8. S. Roundtree, ten miles 
north of Quitman jast night. The negro’s 
name was Tom Miller, who had been rer- 
ognized in the community as a bad charac- 
ter for years. ; 

It seems that Saturday night some one 
entered the room of and attempted to com- 
mit a rape on a white lady in the com- 
munity whose name it Is impossible to ob- 
tain. The lady was asleep at the time, but 
was awakened by the clutch of the black 
brute. 

Her screams soon aroused her husband, 
who was in an adjoining apartment, and 
he ran into his wife’s room, but not in time 
to prevent the assailant from escaping out 
of the window through which he had en- 
tered. The room was dark, and it was im- 
possible for the lady to tel] who ther assail- 
ant was, but a posse of the coolest and 
best citizens of the community soon gath- 
ered and began work on the case. One 
small point followed upon another until a 
positive case was made out against the ne- 
grom, Tom Miller. The posse was composed 
of cool, level-headed men, who would not 
act on suspicion. 

It is said that the negro, when faced with 
the facts, made a full] confession, and as a 
result, was taken about 100 yards from 
where the lived and his body riddled with 
bullets. It is reported that there were at 
least a hundred bullet holes in the corpse. 
The lynching occurred less than 200 yards 
of where Mr. Joseph Isom was killed dur- 
ing Christmas of 1894, and whose death 
caused what was known as the Brooks 
county war.

WAS SHOT WHILE PREACHING. 


Assassins Fill a Negro Minister with 
Ugly Wounds. 

New York, August 22—The American 
Missionary Association has received dis- 
patches stating that Rev. J. B. Fietcher, 
a Congregational minister and one of the 
missionaries, has been shot while attempt- 
to organize a Congregational church at 
Smiley, Ga., which is about twenty miles 
from his home at Hagan, Ga. He went 
to Smiley as the result of correspondence 
concerning the organizing of the church, 
which thas been carried on for several 
months, While in the pulpit he was shot 
through the window, his body being riddled 
with 107 buckshot and several small! shot. 

They entered his hips and thigh, one 
lodging in his left hand and five in his 
right hand. He fainted as he fell. His 
wife, with the assistance of others, put 
him into a buggy and drove him twenty 
miles to his home. His condition is seri- 
ous, although the expectation is that he 
will recover. But two of the shots have 
been removed from his body. 

One of his assailants has been arrested, 
the others have been located, and it is 
believed that they will be arrested in a 
short time. 

Filetcher’s wife was made temporarily in- 
sane by the occurrence, but has regained 
her reason. Fletcher announces his pur- 
pose to prosecute his assailants at what- 
ever cost to himself. The would-be assas- 
sins are said to be colored officials of a 
Methodist church, but the officials of the 
association are careful to acquit Method- 
ism of any responsibility of the crime, A 
report concerning the occurrence will be 
unquestionably made at the fifty-second 
annual meeting of the association at Con- 
cord, N. H., the third week in October. , 

Wounds Are Painful. 

Savannah, Ga., August 22.—The shooting 
occurred on Sunday night, August 7th, 
while Fletcher, who is a colored minister, 
was preaching at Smiley. The wounds 
were painful, but not serious, the shot 
being small. Several arrests have been 
made, but as yet there has been no evi- 
dence on which to convict.

STILL ADVOCATING AN ALLIANCE 


London Papers Have Faith in an 
Agreement of Some Kind. 
London, August 23.—The Times this 
‘morning, referring editorially to the ap- 
proaching international conference at Que- 


bec, says: 7 

“It is possible that future historians will 
mark August 23, 1838, ag a date of consld- 
erable importance in the chronicle of the 
relations between Great Britain and the 
United States. It may be huped that the 
Quebec conference will clear away a num- 
ber of smali irritating difficulties, and we 
view the impending peace negotiations and 
the prospect of a _ better understanding 
between England and the United States as 
extremely important. 

“The conference has an important list of 
subjects to deal with, and if any real busi- 
nese is to be done, there must be a very 
active tendency to concillation among the 
commissioners. We may be sure the Unit- 
ed States will do their utmost to make the 
conference a success.”’

It declares that anything bringing 
Canada and the United States into closer 
and more amicable relations is a «ain 
for both England and the United States. 

The Manchester Guardian says: 

‘We understand that United States Am- 
bassador Hay's recali to Washington to 
accept the post of secretary of state is 
due to his special fitnesa to carry out a 
policy in regard to waich negotiationg have 
been proceedirg for some time between 
Washington and London, and upon which 
a substantial agreement has been reached 
whereby the two countries will act together 
in the far east or wherever American and 
British interests are identical. 

“There is no intention of binding the na- 
tions in an alliance. Each is to be free to 
pursue its own destiny in its own way; 
but the governments will act together dip- 
lomatically where their common interests 
are concerned,” 


WHEELER’S TENTS ARE STOLEN. 


Cubans Are Charged with Appropri- 
ating Americans’ Effects. 

Santiago de Cuba, August 22.—On the 
breaking up of General Wheeler’s camp on 
the Caney road on Friday the tents and 
general equipment of the division headquar- 
ters were left in charge of the qvarter- 
master’s department. During the night the 
Cubars stealthily confiscated all the tents, 
stores, arms and personal effects of the 
soldiers. There is no ciew to the robbers. 

General Kent’s brigade, stationed three 
miles from Santiago, aiso lost their tents 
and the soldiers marched into town bare- 
footed, their shoes and everything portable 
heving beer etolen. Ths Cubars equipped 
themselves with the arms, tents and provi- 
sions of the Americans. They are contin- 
ually stalking about the camps and con- 
stant vigilance is necessary. 

There are 488 patients in the hospital at 
Siboney and the authorities urge their im- 
mediate removal. Climatic debility is as 
bad as the fever. The doctors say that 
delay in moving the patients will menace 
their lives. The death rate is high. 

The “hospital ship Bay State, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Aid Association, arrived yester- 
day and is taking on board a large number 
of sick. She will sail fur Montauk Point 
on Monday. 

This morning Miss Clara Barton, on the 
Red Cross Soclety’s ship Clinton, sailed 
for Havana, leaving 1,100 tons of medical 
supplies and food for distribution among 
the Cubans. There was a great crowd at 
the wharf to witness Miss Barton's de- 
parture and demonstrations of gratitude 
were made on all sides. 

The Prairie sailed this morning for Mon- 
tauk Point with 200 of the Seventh infan- 
try on board.

SPAIN NAMES COMMISSTONERS. | 
On the Last Day Given by the Protoco] i 


the Personnel Is Announced. 

Washington, August 22.—The state de- 
partment received a call today from M. 
Thiebaut, secretary of the French embassy, 
and in charge during the absence of Am- 
bassador Cambon, who bore a notification 
from the Spanish government of the ap- 
pointment of the military commissioners 
for Cuba and Porto Rico. Under the peace 
protocol each government was to name its 
military commissioners within ten days, 
their meetings to begin within thirty days. 
The ten days was up today, and according- 
ly Spain gave the official notice of the 
appointments. They are as follows: . 

For Cuba:—Major General Gonzales Par- 
rado, Rear Admiral Pastor y Landero, 
(Marquis Montoro. 

For Porto Rico—Major General Ortega y 
Diaz, Commodore of First Rank Vallarino 
y Carrasco, Judge Advocate Sanchez de 
Aguila y Leon. ; 

The foregoing official list differs from 
some of the lists given in previous dis- 
patches, which have included Admiral! 
Montijo, General Blanco, General Maclas 
and several other prominent Spanish offi- 
cers. 

Considerable significance attaches to the 
naming of Marquis Montoro on the Cuban 
question, as it indicates a purpose on the 
part of Spain to go into the future govern- 
ment of Cuba. He is the only commis- 
sioner, Spanish or American, taken from 
civil life. He is secretary of the treasury 
of the Cuban autonomous cabinet, and all 
his interests are connected with the gov- 
ernment of Cuba, rather than with the 
military question of the Spanish evacua- 
tion of Cuba. He is named, it is believed, 
in order to carry out Spain's desire to have 
an understanding as to the future govern- 
ment of the island, he being intimately 
familiar with the questions of the civil ad- 
ministration of Cuba. As secretary of the 
Cuban treasury he is also very familiar 
with questions affecting the Cuban debt. : 


DESIGN FOR DEWEY’S SWORD. 


Government’s Gift to the Admiral Will 
Be a Beauty. 

Washington, August 22.—The design for 
the memorial sword the government is to 
present to Admiral Dewey, according to 
act of congress, was finally determined 
upon today by the committee having the 
subject in charge. The one selected was 
submitted by Tiffany & Co., of New York. 
The design is less ornate than some sub- 
mitted. Its marked characteristic is its 
simple and solid elegance. : 

The hilt of the sword, as originally sub- 
mitted, showed an eagle’s head, but this 
was changed toa plain and solid, but 
highly traced gold handle. The blade is 
*‘Damascened,”’ subjected to that process 
by which Damascus blades were made. One 
side of the blade bears the inscription: 

“The gift of the nation to Rear Admiral 
George Dewey, U. 8S. N., in memory of the 
victory at Manila bay, May 1, 1898." 

The scabbard is of dark blue Damascened 
metal, with a tracery of gold.

New York, August 22.—The remainder of 
the troops on the transport Rio Grande 
was landed at Camp Wikoff, Montauk 
Point, today.
